Division Update 
April 1994 


Last Chance to Help Save the 13 cm. 
Band from NTIA’s Plan: 


On April 7, at a public Q&A meeting, NTIA 
made it very clear that their overwhelming concern 
was to free up 50 MHz of the Federal Government 
primary spectrum allocation immediately and to 
minimize the conversion costs involved for the 
Federal Government, regardless of costs or 
problems caused to non-Federal Government 
entities. In their opinion, all other problems are to 
be resolved by FCC. These problems include 
sharing agreements with all other services, 
interference caused by the proposed reallocation to 
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all parties, costs already spent by non-Federal 
Government services, to name only a few. With 
considerable effort, ARRL staff pried this 
information from NTIA at the meeting. NTIA’s 
view appears to be "that unless you can prove us 
wrong, we have done our job based on OUR 
interpretation of the law passed in 1993". 

ARRL has several actions underway to try 
to turn this situation around, but ALL depend on 
your documentation of current 2.3 GHz. activity 
and plans. 

ARRL needs hard documentation of current 
activity by ATV and any other operations at 2.3 
GHz. There are a list of questions as a guideline 
for documentation and a four page NTIA report 
available from me. Just ask! The NTTA deadline 
is May 11. Write your comments to:

Vanity "Preferred" Call signs - Latest 
News: 


The ARRL Executive Committee adopted 
the recommendations of the Ad-Hoc Committee of 
which I was one member. The basic outline for 
the Comments due to the FCC by the April 21 
deadline, are as follows: 1) All hams should be 
eligible to obtain preferred calls within the call sign 
blocks based on current license class (there are 
some exceptions). For example, this provision 
allows Extras to obtain 1X2 calls, but not Novices. 
2) A phase-in plan starts with those who have lost 
calls through the years for whatever reason and 
regardless of license class. 3) Next would be Extra 
class licensees, then Advanced, and then open to 
all. Calls will be assigned based on availability 
within the current call areas. 4) A one time fee 
should be charged for the preferred call sign rather 
than the $7 per year enacted into law by Congress. 
5) Club call signs would also be issued. 


Remember, this is a brief summary (there are many 
details) of what the ARRL is developing for its 
Comments. What the FCC will actually do remains 
to be seen. 

The text of this docket starts on page 84 in 
February QST. Timing is unclear but could be as 
early as late 1994.

FCC RELAXES RULES ON MESSAGE FORWARDING 


The FCC has relaxed the amateur service rules to 
enable contemporary message forwarding systems to 
operate at hundreds of characters per second while 
retaining safeguards to prevent misuse. 

A message forwarding system is a group of 
amateur stations participating in a voluntary, cooperative, 
interactive arrangement where communications from the 
control operator of an originating station are transmitted to 
one or more destination stations via forwarding stations, 
which may or may not be automatically controlled. 


Currently, the control operator of each station is 
held individually accountable for each message 
retransmitted, resulting in unnecessary content review and 
delays. The American Radio Relay League, Inc. (League) 
stated that the obligation of the control operator of the first 
forwarding station should be the establishment of the 
identity of the station originating the message. Only when 
this is not done should these contro! operators be held 
accountable for improper message content. Also, there 
are currently no central supervisory authority in an ad hoc 
amateur service digital network, making these 
unsupervised systems easy targets for misuse by 
uncooperative operators and non-licensees. Moreover, the 
Commission said that it could be difficult to establish after 
the fact that a particular VHF station originated a fleeting 
high speed digital transmission. For these reasons, the 
Commission said there must be on-going oversight of the 
system and the control operators of the first forwarding 
stations are in the best position to provide such oversight. 

Therefore, the Commission will hold accountable 
only the licensees of the station originating a message and 
the licensee of the first station forwarding a message in a 
high speed message forwarding system. The licensee of 
the first forwarding station must either authenticate the 
identity of the station from which it accepts 
communications on behalf of the system, or accept 
accountability for the content of the message. 

The Commission also clarified that the station that 
receives a communication directly from the originating 
station and introduces it into the message forwarding 
system is the first forwarding station. 

The League and the Colorado Council of Amateur 
Radio Clubs suggested that the Commission substitute the 
word "simultaneously" for instantaneously" in the 
redefinition of a repeater. The Commission concurred and 
adopted this modification. 

The Commission believes that these rule changes 
will enable contemporary high speed message forwarding 
systems to operate as their designers intended, while 
retaining the minimum safeguards necessary to prevent 
misuse.

A pair of amateur packet operators have been 
experimenting with alternative ways of doing 9600 baud 
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packet. One of their main concerns was the requirement 
for true FSK radios, the need to modify most modern rigs 
if they are to do 9600 baud, and the fact that many 
synthesized rigs are not really suitable for use at 9600 
baud. Their other concerns are world hunger, pollution, 
rising crime, global warming, the plight of the Dolphins 
without Dan Marino, and their unhappiness with 
Macdonald’s Happy Meal, but | couldn’t figure out just how 
this relates to 9600 baud packet. 

Jim Schortz, wh1z, and Alf Whitt, gOlly, have come 
up with a very novel approach to 9600 baud packet. By 
bringing out the transmit "audio" FSK voltages BEFORE the 
audio filters (square wave), amplifying the positive and 
negative going data separately with a pair of VR10 power 
MOSFETs, and using these to drive a pair of solenoids, 
which key up the touchtone (r) pad on an HT, and using 
a simple DTMF decoder chip plugged into the receiver 
earphone jack, they have been able to pass data from a 
k9ng modem without using FSK. 

They mention there are a few minor problems to 
be ironed out, such as a 100% bit error rate, the solenoids 
eating a hole through the DTMF pad into the HT, and a 
rather nasty back EMF problem from the solenoids that 
damage the VR10 MOSFETs in short order.
